The object of this lule is to deal with the evil of com hoaidmg which, 
if allowed, to pioceed unchecked, is liable to become a senous menace 
to the community The Indian Cuuency system includes a supply of 
rupees which is not only ample foi all oidinary puiposes of cnculation 
but piovides also a veiy laige leseive to meet impoitant fluctuations in 
demand Theie has, m lecent weeks, been a laige demand for the 
exchange of cuuency notes into silvei uipees The Government have met 
this demand m full and have made auangements to stock all tieasunes 
and blanches with adequate supplies of cuneney It has, howevei, 
become evident that some step is necessary to check the wholly unreason- 
able activities of peisons who, m then desne to hoaid silvei lupees, aie 
withdrawing them fiom cnculation Such action is anti-social m the 
highest degiee It not only causes gieat inconvenience to the community 
but by pioducmg in paiticulai localities a tempoiaiy scaicity of com it 
tends to spiead panic and loss of confidence among the less educated 
classes In this way the hoatdei of coins is capable of inflicting serious 
damage on the public at laige Henceforth peisons found to be acting m 
this way to the detriment of the community will be liable to be piosecuted

Sale of Foieign Exchange to Importers 

Circular No A D -17, issued by the Reserve Bank of India, Exchange 
Control Department 

The attention of authorised dealers is drawn to the Government of 
Tndia, Commerce Department Notification No 1-1 T C / 40, dated 20th 
May 1940, introducing a system of control by licences over the importa- 
tion of many classes of goods The institution of this system of licensing 
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of imports necessitates some modification and changes in the procedure 
which banks adopt when selling foreign exchange to importers 

(1) All revocable revolving credits covering imports of the articles 
stated in the Notification must be cancelled immediately New credits 
may be opened for partieulai shipments provided the importer is able to 
exhibit to the authorised dealer a licence to import the goods covered by 
the credit, but no further 1 evolving credits will be allowed 

(2) All revocable credits covering imports of listed commodities muBt 
be cancelled unless the importei is able to produce to the authorised 
dealer either an import licence or satisfactory evidence that the goods were 
ordered before the 15th May 1940 and that the transaction has been 
registered with the Import Trade Controller as laid down m his Notice to 
the Public Provided authorised dealers aie satisfied that their customers 
will be able to obtain the necessary import licences or to legister their 
transactions, immediate cancellation of the credits need not be insisted on 

(3) No remittance should be made against impoits befoie arrival on an 
application on Form A with an undertaking by the applicant to produce 
Customs Entry Forms in due course, unless the authorised dealer ib 
satisfied that the goods are either not on the restricted list or that the 
importer is m possession of an import licence from the Controller of 
Imports 

(4) No sales of forward exchange to merchants against imports should 
be made unless the authorised dealer is satisfied that the goods to be 
imported are either not on the restricted list or that the importei is in 
possession of an import licence 

(5) No fresh ci edits should be opened either m foreign curiency on 
Form A or m sterling on Form A6 for the import of goods unless such 
goods are not on the restricted list or the importer is m possession of an 
import licence 

(6) Authorised dealers have m the past signed applications on Form 
A6 covering indents from importers here to enable their London shippers 
to obtain foreign exchange Such applications should be cancelled if not 
already availed of, unless the goods to be imported are not on the restricted 
list or the mdentor is able to produce the necessary import licence from 
the Controller of Imports No further indents should be countersigned 
in respect of restricted goods unless the indentor exhibits an import licence 
covering the shipment 

(7) It is the practice of certain laige firms who import miscellaneous 
commodities to remit round amounts to their overseas agents m order to 
purchase goods, the remitters merely completing Form A with an under- 
taking to produce Customs Entry Forms m due course This practice must 
now cease and remittances of this nature may only be made provided the 
remitter produces to the bank an indent for the goods which he is 
importing supported by import licences where such goods are on the 
restricted list 

(8) Authorised dealers must satisfy themselves when making remit- 
tances against imports of amounts less than Es 10,000 for which importers 
do not have to submit Customs Entry Forms, that the importer is in 
possession of the necessary import licence before any foreign currency is 
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remitted A statement that an import licence has been received or alterna- 
tively is not lequned should be given on all Forms A m lespect of import 
•of goods undei the section “satisfactory documentary evidence’’ 

(9) Remittances of foreign cunency made in payment of goods which on 
arrival m India aie lefused admission owing to the importei’s inability to 
obtain an import licence constitute a definite wantage of foreign exchange, 
as recovery of thp amount remitted to the foreign shipper will be very 
difficult, and authorised dealers must, therefoie, appieciate the import- 
ance of exercising paiticulai care m making remittances against uncleared 
goods Authorised dealers, who pass such lemittances owing to negligence 
in obseivmg the legulations, are liable to have restrictions placed on their 
•exchange opeiations m the future

Cnculai No A D -18, issued by the Reseive Bank of India, Exchange 
Control Department 

It is laid down m the Exchange Contiol Regulations that payment foi 
impoits into India from outside the Empne steihng aiea may only be 
made m the euireney of the country of origin of the goods, m lupees 
or m sterling It has been found that the regulation whereby payment 
is only allowed m the currency of the country of the origin of goods is 
being evaded by foreign expoiters diawmg on Indian merchants in lupees 
and it has theiefore been found necessary to impose certain lestnctions 
on the remittance of the pioceeds of rupee bills drawn on India As from 
the 17th June 1940 the pioceeds of rupee bills diawn on India may only 
be ciedited to the non-Empire account of a bank oi film piovided that 
bank or film is a resident in the country of ongm of the goods Where 
rupee bills aie received by authorised dealeis m India with mstructions to 
credit pioceeds to the account of a resident m a countrv other than that 
of the country of ongm of the goods, no credit may be made without 
reference to the Reserve Bank of India Permission to remit the proceeds 
of such bills m the currenev of the country of origin of the goods will m 
certain eases be given or alternatively permission may be given to remit 
"the proceeds m sterling 

From the 17th June 1940 sterling bills leeeived foi collection by 
authorised dealers m India from banks or firms who are not resident m 
the countiy of origin of the goods may not be remitted unless the prior 
■permission of the Reserve Bank of India has been obtained Permission 
to remit the proceeds of such sterling bills m the cuirency of the country 
of ongm of the goods will be given m certain cases, or alternatively per- 
mission may be given to remit the proceeds in sterling Should the 
country of origin of the goods be a countrv with which the Bank of 
England has made a special sterling clearing agreement, remittance of the 
sterling proceeds of the bills may onlv be made in the form of a transfer 
to this special sterling account m the books of the Bank of England *

Opening of special Sterling Accounts 


Cncular No A D -20, issued by the .Reserve Bank of India, Exchange 
Control Department 

The Bank of England are at piesent negotiating the conclusion of special 
payment or clearing agreements with certain countries with the object 
of effecting settlement of all trade and current financial transactions 
between the countries constituting the Sterling Area on the one hand 
and those with whom payment or clearing agreements are concluded on 
the other, m sterling based on official rates of exchange When these 
agreements are concluded special sterling accounts will be opened m London 
in the books of the Bank of England and/or other specified London 
banks m the names of the countries concerned and mto these accounts 
will be made all payments for imports into the Sterling Area as well as 
payments arising from current financial transactions between the Sterling 
Area and those countries, and from such accounts payments to resident 
accounts m the Sterling; Area only will be permitted 

2 We have today been advised by the Bank of England that payment 
agreements have been concluded on the basis set out m the preceding 
paiagiaph with the Argentine and Rumania and that special sterling 
accounts have been opened m London m the names of certain Argentine 
banks and institutions and also that a special sterling account has been 
opened m their books m the name of the National Bank of Rumania 
From now on all tiade and other cui rent financial transactions between 
the Steihng Area and these two countries must be put through these 
special sterling accounts, and no remittances m their own currency, to 
persons or concerns resident m these countries will be allowed 

3 Authorised dealers are, theiefoie, requested to observe the following 
procedure, when dealing with pavments to or fiom the Argentine and 
Rumania 

(a) Imports Imports into Butish India from the Argentine and 
Rumania can only be paid foi m sterling bv transfers to the special sterling 
accounts opened by the banks m these two countries m London as stated

to authorised dealers to approve applications on Form A6 

Note When making lemittances of sterling to special accounts 
wdiether by diaft oi by cable, the name of the special account

(b) Expoits Fiom now on, expoits of all commodities fiom British. 
India to the Aigentme and to Rumania maj onlj be paid for from the special 
accounts maintained b\ these two countries m London Authorised dealers, 
•therefore, must not negotiate bills oi accept documents foi collection cover- 
ing exports to these two countries unless they are satisfied bv means of 
suitable documental v evidence that 

(i!) m the case of a stetlmg bill drawn under a credit opened by 
the buyer of the goods with a bank m the U K and regis- 
tered with the Bank of England, such credit provides for 
reimbursement from the special account of the country con-

Circular No A D -24, issued by the lieseive Bank of India, Exchange 
Control Department 


In order to eliminate the use of fi.ee steilmg the Bank of England has 
made arrangements wheieby Amenean and Swiss banks are peimitted to 
open sterling accounts m London to be known as “registered accounts” 
These accounts will be convertible on demand into U S dollais or Swiss 
Francs at the official selling lates and will be fed eithei by sales of U S 
dollars or Swiss Francs as the ease may be, to the United Kingdom 
Control, by approved sterling payments from steilmg area lesidents, 'or 
by tiansfers from other registered accounts of the same country Sterling 
from legisteied accounts will be tiansfeiable to lesidents m the sterling 
area for all purposes The result of this will be that m the United 
States and Switzerland, banks with registeied accounts will quote the 
same exchange rate foi sterling as the London official lates Tiansfers 
from or to the registered accounts of one countiy to oi from the legis- 
tered accounts of another country, oi to oi from the special payment 
accounts of other countries, oi to or fiom sterling accounts of countries 
which possess neither registered accounts nor special payment accounts 
will not be peimitted In future, theiefoie, all sterling payments from 
India for the credit of any partv resident m either the United States of 
America or Switzerland must be made to a registered account on Form 
SA1 suitably amended, i e (the word ‘registered’ substituted for the 
word 'special') Foim A 6 will no ^nger be used eithei foi pavments 
to residents m the United States, Switzerland or m any country which 
has made a sterling payment agreement with the Bank of England and 
has opened a special account with a London bank Authorised dealers 
may approve transfers to registered accounts up to £1,000 for apprpved 
purposes m the same way as they may approve such transfers to special 
accounts Applications in excess of this sum must receive the prior 
approval of the Reserve Bank of India 

The introduction of this svstem of sterling accounts has enabled the 
Reserve Bank to modify the procedure foi export control m a few parti- 
culars and the amendments to the Manual and Circulars are given below

Extiaets flora Memorandum, issued by the Reseive Bank of India,

In view of the mci easing necessity of conseivmg the foreign exchange 
resouices of the country, the whole question of lemittances in non-Empire 
cunencies fiom India is being reviewed and new regulations have been 
framed regarding the extent to which authorised dealers aie permitted to 
sell foreign exchange These are set out below m the foim of amendments 
to the respective paragraphs m the Exchange Control Manual 

1 Imports A system of contiol of imports of merchandise by licences 
has been mtiodueed by the Government of India, Commeice Depaitment, 
Notification No 1-1 T C /40, dated the 20th May 1940 Exchange may 
be sold fieely against imports of goods not subject to licence and agamst 
licensed goods piovided the importer has obtained the necessary impoit 
licence The other instructions contained m paragiaph 72 are unchanged 
except that authonsed dealeis aie requested to make a statement* that an 
impoit licence has been leceived oi alternatively is not required on all 
Forms A m respect of impoit of goods undei the section “satisfactory

Since the beginning of the wai it has been the policy of the Govern- 
ment of India not to interfere with broadcasts from Germany directed to 
India, but to allow this piopaganda to defeat itself by its obvious exagger- 
ation and mendacity This policy has justified itself by lesults; nowhere 
m India is there anything except distrust and loathing of what Nazi 
•Germany stands foi German propaganda has been discredited not only 
by its own obvious demerits but also because the people of Tndia have 
been able to obtain fiom All-India Eadio and fiom the Piess coneet news 
and backgiound to the news, and the Government of India take this 
opportunity to acknowledge the fullness and fairness with which the 
Piess of India has reported and commented on the war Lately, however, 
the repoits which the Government of India have leeeived from many 
different paits of India and fiom many diffrent classes of persons indicate 
■that m the present cutical times it is desirable to piotect the public from 
-the exploitation of their •natuial feais A crop of lumours has been 
generated, m many cases directly tiaceable to enemy broadcasts, which 
in some paits of the country have disturbed the confidence of the people 
and led to such signs of neivousness as the hoaidmg of stocks, the with- 
drawal of money fiom Savings Banks, hesitancy to cash Cuuency Notes 
and the like While the Government of India desne to make it clear that 
this neivousness is unjustified, they at the same time deem it then duty 
“to take steps to piotect the oidmaiy citizen from further attacks upon his 
confidence 

The types of wneless leceivmg licence which fall within the scope of this 
•note are three 

(1) Oidmaiy which entitle the holder to use a leceivmg set foi 

private and domestic purposes only 

(2) Community which aie issued to Municipalities and other pub- 

lic bodies and peimit them to broadcast for the benefit of the 
public ceitam wireless programmes, among which piogrammeB 
from enemy countries are not included 

(3) Commercial which entitle a holder to repioduce any broadcast 

progiamme m the public rooms of hotels, shops, etc , sub- 
ject to copyright restrictions 

Publicity to programmes bioadcast from any countiy is given either 
"by holdeis of pnvate licences oi by holders of commercial broadcast 
licences Private licencees hold then licences on condition that the set 
will be used only for private and domestic purposes, and they are com- 
mitting an offence if they give pubhcitv to messages received from any 
source This offence lenders them liable both to cancellation of the 
licences and to prosecution 
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Holders of commercial broadcast licences are not precluded from 
disseminating bioadcast messages within their premises, but, m view of 
the consideiations already mentioned, Government have decided* to direct 
the cancellation of any such licences where, after the warning, the hcencee 
is using his set for the purpose of disseminating German piogrammes or 
piogrammes emanating fiom territories recently occupied by Germany or 
from countries m alliance with Germany Licences so cancelled will not 
be renewed 

The Government of India earnestly appeal not only to holders of 
commeicial hcences but to all othei licence holders to abstain fiom 
furthering the ends of the enemies of this country by providing public 
broadcasts of German piogrammes or progiammes emanating from the 
oountnes or teintones indicated above They aie confident that m making 
this appeal they aie acting not onlv m the best interests of the people as 
•a whole but also m accordance with what all well-disposed persons would 
wish They have no wish or intention to interfeie with the liberty at 
present enjoyed by holders of private hcences to listen to any programmes 
they may wish to heai from whatever souice, nor do they regard it as an 
infringement of the spirit of a private licence for the membeis or guests 
of the family to meet together to listen m They take this opportunity 
of contradicting rumours which aie circulating to the effect that the con- 
fiscation of leceivmg sets or the imposition of restrictions on the posses- 
sion or sale of sets is contemplated This is entirely without foundation 

The Government of India believe that, once having pointed out the 
dangeis of the dissemination of news which is intended by its authois to 
- -destioy public confidence, and made an appeal for the eo-opeiaiion of the 
public, it will be unnecessary foi them to take further steps At the same 
time, the Defence of India Rules provide ample poweis to cfeal with the 
spreading of prejudicial leports whether through the wneless, through 
the Press or by woid of mouth Rule 16 enables Government to revoke 
any heenee for a receiving set issued under the Indian Wireless Telegraphy 
Act, 1933, while Rule 31 (1) (c) lays down that “no peison shall, without 
lawful authority or excuse make, print, publish or distribute 

any document containing, or spread by any other means whatsoever, any

The lapid deterioration of the situation m Euiope has led to a 
quicliing of the war effort throughout the Bntish Dominions and Colonies 
India too has been playing an increasingly impoitant part m assisting 
Great Britain and her Allies, but theie is still scope foi mcieased effort 
and there has been much chafing at the absence of opportunity to take a 
moie active pait m the prosecution of the wai Bor many" that oppor- 
tunity has now amved As His Excellency the Viceioy stated m his 
broadcast on the 19th June 1940 eveiy thing possible is being done to 
make India safe fiom aggression Steps are now being taken to enable 
her not only to depend fai more on hei own lesouices than was possible 
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m the past but also to place hei m a position to meet as large a sbaie as 
possible of the munitions needs of the Armies in Near and Middle East 
A wide expansion of Indian munition factones has been undertaken, and 
moie than 4,000 additional skilled and semi-skilled technicians will be 
required foi work m these factones during the next nine months So 
fai, voluntaiy effort has pioduced much of the peisonnel that was requued, 
but it is now felt that voluntary methods of reciuitment should be supple- 
mented by the imposition of limited measure of compulsoiy national ser- 
vice m oidei to increase and maintain the flow of framed peisonnel into 
this rapidly expanding industry The measure will take the form of an 
Ordinance undei which industries may be required to release for employ- 
ment m munition factories skilled and semi-skilled personnel not engaged 
on v oik of national importance, and skilled and semi-skilled peisonnel, 
whethei employed or unemploved, may be dnected to take up such 
employment The Oldman ce will apply only to Indian British subjects, 
the 'principle of compulsoiy national service will be applied to Europeans 
undei a separate measuie 

The Ordinance will be administered by National Service Labour 
Tribunals which will be appomted by the Central Government for specified 
aieas and will woik under the direct contiol of the Labour Department 
of the Cential Government A summary enquiry, at which any objections 
raised by the parties must be heaid, will be necessary before Tribunals 
can older industries to release peisonnel, or personnel to take up employ- 
ment m the national service, and appeals to the Cential Government may 
be preferred against the orders of the Tubunals The conditions of service 
of persons directed to take up national service will be pi escribed together 
with other safeguards such as the pieseivation of the employees’ rights m 
any provident, superannuation or benefit fund to which they may have 
belonged m their pievious employment and the light to reinstatement m 
their previous posts on the termination of tlieir national service After 
the Ordinance has been intioduced and notices have been posted on 
factory premises drawing attention to certain of its provisions, no techni- 
cian of the classes descubed m the Oidmanee will be peimitted to leave 
his employment without the permission of the Tribunal 

The introduction of this measuie though less far-reaching than the 
legislation introduced m Great Butam and some of the Dominions affoids 
a furthei indication of India’s resolve to join with her partneis m the 
Commonwealth m prosecuting the war to the utmost of her power, and 
pi ovules a welcome oppoitumty to many to play a vital part m the war 
on the home front 

While mtioducmg the National Service Ordinance, the Government of 
India have not oveilooked the need foi enabling the technical institutions 
of the country to help m the supply of trained technicians foi war pur- 
poses Most of these institutions are not at present m a position to supply 
skilled ciaftsmen who can be put to woik immediately m munitions fac- 
tones The Government of India have theiefoie appointed a Committee 
to examine the training at present imparted m these institutions and to 
leport m what lespect the training fails to meet the needs of war time 
mdustiy and how it can be so adjusted as to fit the students for employ- 
ment as skilled aitisans m essential mdustnes as soon as possible after 
they leave the institutions

Often applications are submitted not on the standard form but m letter 
with incomplete information resulting m unnecessary delay and correspond- 
ence 

It has been noticed that firms holding overseas Government contracts 
apply for export of materials and tools and plant required for their execu- 
tion, considerably after the date on which the firms were awarded the con- 
tract Often applications for exports are sent piecemeal and are followed

Othceis and Advisers fiom the industries most piommentlv affected 

2 To the extent that the Purchase Organisations and the Advisers,' 
etc , are located m Provincial Areas, only so far the Supply Department’s 
organisation has extended to the Provinces But the eventual need for 
a stronger organisation m the Provinces has been foreseen for some time 
and in preparation for the stage that has now been reached, there has been

ORDINANCE 

to make certain provisions for the insurance of goods in 
British India against damage by enemy action 

Whereas an emergency has arisen which renders it 
heeessary to make certain provisions for the insurance of 
goods m British India against damage by enemy action, 

Now, therefore, m exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 72 of the Government of Ind r a Act as set out 
m the Ninth Schedule to the Government of Tndia Act, 
1935, the Governor General is pleased to make and pro- 
mulgate the following Ordinance 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the War Risks 
(Goods) Insurance Ordinance, 1940

Notification No 217-(3)-Tr (IER)/39, dated the 24th August 1940, 
issued by the Government of India in the Commeice Department 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Indian Tea 
Control Act, 1938 (VIII of 1938), the Central Government is pleased to 
direct that the following further amendments shall be made m the Indian 
Tea Control Rules, 1938, namely 

I In the said Rules, 

(a) clause (3) of rule 2 shall be omitted, 

(b) for rule 5 the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“5 (1) For the purposes of this rule, an estate shall be deemed to 
be m a low production area if, and only if, the ciop basis 
of the estate for the year 1938-39 (excluding the allowance, 
if any, for low producing area), expressed m terms of 
pounds pei acre of the area planted with tea on the 
estate on the 31st March, 1933, is less than 456 pounds 

( 2 ) The owner of an estate m a low producing area may, at the time 
of submitting his application for export quota foi any financial year, apply 
for an addition to crop basis for that year as allowance for low pioducmg 
area 

(3) The allowance applied for shall be granted only if it is proved to 
the satisfaction of the Committee that, had such allowance been granted 
for the previous year the estate would still have been able to produce an 
amount of manufactured tea equal to, or m excess of, the total amount of 
tea m lespect of which licences could have been issued undei the enhanced 
export quota 

(4) The allowance to be granted shall be calculated as follows 

Where the crop basis of the estate calculated as m sub-rule (1) is 
such number of pounds per acre as 15 specified m the first 
column of Schedule IV, the allowance per acre of the area 
planted with tea on the estate on the 31st March of the 
financial year previous to that to which the application 
relates shall be such number of pounds as is specified m the 
corresponding entry m the second or thud column of that 
Schedule, according as the estate is, or is not a Darjeeling 
Hill Garden specified m Schedule III 

Provided that the Committee shall reduce the allowance so calculated 
bv such amount as is necessary to comply with the requirement of sub-
